On December 21, 1988, the Regiment completed its one hundred and fifth year of service to the Crown and 
Canada. During 1988 new challenges associated with the assumption of its role as part of the Special Service 
Force, with primary tasking in the Defence of Canada and bilateral responsibilities for the security of the Canada- 
United States region of NATO, became the principle focus of operational training. 

The enthusiastic response to the requirement to develop an airborne reconnaissance capability, the profession- 
alism shown in the Ramshead Cougar Gunnery Competition and the Merritt Trophy Reconnaissance Competition, 
and the outstanding success in the Skill at Arms Competition all demonstrate that the Dragoon tradition of military 
excellence is being maintained in undiminished fashion as the rebuilding of the Regiment in Canada continues. All of 
this was done while fulfilling superbly the responsibilities for providing support to the six militia armoured regiments 
in Central Militia Area and achieving new standards of performance in the militia. 

In noting these contemporary achievements, we must also ensure that we do not forget to maintain our cus- 
toms and traditions and preserve the record of our past. Through the contributions of serving and former members 
we have made significant progress to acquiring new and refurbished ceremonial uniforms and have restimulated 
interest in the Regimental archives and museum projects. Continued financial support and increased efforts from all 
members of the Regimental family will be required in 1989 and in future years to preserve and display the important 
part the Dragoons have played in the evolution of Canada and our military heritage. 

It is evident that new uncertainties and as yet undefined challenges will confront the Dragoons as the Canadian 
Forces begin to develop plans for the organization and training of the future army — Army 2002 — as prescribed in 
the 1987 White Paper on Defence. Much is yet to be decided about our future and difficult situations occur which will 
affect the Regiment, but | am certain that all members of the Regiment will loyally and effectively contribute to fulfil! 
whatever roles and tasks may be assigned to us. | am certain that the Regimental! family, including the members of 
the RCD Association and extra-regimentally employed Dragoons, will act collectively and individually to provide the 
maximum support necessary to ensure a bright future for the Regiment. 

As the Regiment advances into 1989 and takes up its peacekeeping responsibilities in Cyprus from mid-March 
to mid-September, we can look forward to even greater achievements in the New Year.

Nineteen eighty-eight was a busy year for ‘A’ 
Squadron. 

The year’s first major exercise, Lightning Strike 
88 took the Squadron to Orillia, Ontario. In minus 25 
degree Celcius weather, ‘A’ Squadron’s Cougars 
moved about freely inside the Orillia city limits con- 
ducting armed vehicle patrols, VIP escorts, road 
blocks and vital point guards around various civilian 
installations.

The hectic month long Petcon held in Petawawa 
provided ‘A’ Squadron a good opportunity to conduct 
refresher and troop training. The Squadron also had 
the opportunity to work with the RCR, perform night 
river crossings with Cougars and demonstrate the 
prowess of armour during the withdrawal. 

This year’s adventure training took shape as 
Exercise Rapid Paddle, modelled closely on the 
pathfinder course. Averaging 30 kilometers a day 
down the Demoine River the Squadron shot rapids, 
fished and “really enjoyed themselves.” Maj Hall will 
be remembered, however, for spending a good deal 
of time looking for his canoe and for his car.

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For Big Bold B Squadron, the year 1988 began 
with the stark realization that YES, it was definitely win- 
ter in Petawawa.

On the 15 May the Squadron deployed for two 
days of Tp/Sgn training during which the OC ensured 
that the Troops’ armoured skills were at a high stan- 
dard. The SSM, MWO Bruce Prendergast, and his har-

C Squadron, Gagetown had another extremely 
busy year in 1988. The officers and men of the 
Squadron were kept hopping to fulfill the dual mission 
of supporting the Combat Training Centre while trying 
to-accomplish Squadron training. 

1988 began with preparations and the conduct of 
the Ordnance Equipment Inspection.

This past year has seen Recce Squadron prov- 
ing the adage “time spent in Recce is seldom wast- 
ed.” 1988 has been a busy year for Recce, one of 
numerous challenges and many rewards. 


January began with Winter Warfare training in 
preparation for Ex Lightning Strike in which the 
Squadron spent a week protecting the residents of 
Collingwood. 


Then, after tying HQ Squadron for first place on 
OEIl, everyone prepared for a busy April. It was an 
action packed month which began with Ex Southern 
Thrust. This exercise involved half of the Squadron 
moving by road to meet the remainder who had 
jumped into Ft Drum, N.Y. for a 5 day exercise with 
our American counterparts. Upon our return from Ff. 
Drum, the Squadron conducted a successful Gun 
Camp which emphasized vehicle and patrol level fire 
and movement. The month came to a close with Ex 
Roots Revisited as we mounted bicycles and re- 
enacted the Regiment's ride from St. Jean to 
Petawawa (this time in reverse!) 


May saw Recce in the wilds of Petawawa for 
three weeks on Ex Peicon. Petcon was an intensive 
Pre-Merritt Cup training period dedicated to develop- 
ing individual recce skills. 


June saw the Squadron focussing even more 
intently on Merritt Cup, the National Reconnaissance 
Competition involving all regular force recce 
squadrons as well as troops from each of the Militia 
Areas. The competition was conducted in Gagetown 
on 22 June. 


July was mostly spent on either leave, RV or 
involved in supporting OP Vagabond, the UN peace- 
keeping mission to [RAN/IRAQ. 


August brought a change to the Squadron in the 
form of Major Bob Black, our new OC, who took over 
from Major Matt Macdonald on the first of the month. 
August was also the beginning of a new training cycle 
for the Squadron as Light Track and Pre-CLC courses 
were run. 


In September, Recce ran a Support Trooper 
Course for the entire Squadron. This was an excellent 
“Reconnaissance Skill-oriented” course. The course 
covered a number of disciplines including firing the 
M72 and Carl Gustav, laying and clearing of mine- 
fields, booby traps and ambushes. Other topics dealt 
with were patrolling and OP skills, as well as wire 
obstacles and road blocks. Of particular interest were 
the two days spent on the demolitions range with 
instructors from 2CER. In addition to all of the other 
courses they organized, first troop also ran an 
Armoured Airborne Indoctrination Course for the new 
jumpers in the Squadron. This was a gruelling week 
long course involving assault river crossings, a 2x10 
mile march, unarmed combat, a jungle lane and 
rapelling from helicopters. The course ended with a 
helicopter insertion “behind enemy lines” with the 
intention of liberating a captured Division Commander 
from a well guarded POW camp. The attack was suc- 
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cessful and the following morning the survivors of 
AAIC proudly accepted their Airborne coins from LCol 
Appleton. 


Ex Nottawasaga Rattler had the Squadron in the 
field from 26 Sept-21 October. This exercise empha- 
sized dismounted tactics in preparation for our 
upcoming tour in Cyprus. The highlight of the exercise 
was a 48 hour Squadron Dismounted Exercise which 
involved long range patrols being inserted behind 
enemy lines by Chinook. The patrols, composed of 
two troops, worked all night against the remaining two 
troops established in an OP line. During Nottawasaga 
Rattler the Squadron was also involved in trialing the 
Worthington Cup Militia testing program and made 
numerous suggestions to better the existing system. 
During the exercise, there was also an opportunity to 
conduct mounted operations in cooperation with 427 
Tac Hel Squadron who provided a section of Kiowas. 
The exercise ended with a successful day of firing our 
crew weapons at Julliet Tower.

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EXERCISE LIGHTNING STRIKE 1988 


EXERCISE LIGHTNING STRIKE! The name symbol- 
izes the spirit of the operation. To move in quickly, 
penetrate and strike hard where and when required. 
That is exactly what the Royal Canadian Dragoons 
did in January 1988, when the Regiment deployed to 
the Barrie, Ontario area to execute one option for a 
Defence of Canada operation. 

The exercise was a Special Service Force mis- 
sion supported by elements of the Air Transport 
Group, Fighter Group and 10 Tactical Air Group. With 
the assistance of these units the Force and in particu- 
lar The Royal Canadian Dragoons were able to rapid- 
ly react to counter enemy insertions, through the 
employment of both Mechanized and Airmobile 
Operations. 

Had the Fantasians 
shed the security of global peace and launched a spe- 
cial forces assault with their SPETSNAZ troops? Not 
exactly, but our comrades with the Second Canadian 
Engineer Regiment made an admirable attempt at 
depicting the tactics of these troops.

In par- 
ticular the town of Orillia was blessed with A 
Squadron, Midland overwhelmed by B, Collingwood 
awed by the determination of Recce Squadron and 
CFB Borden impressed by HQ Squadron. 

Without exception, the soldiers of the RCD 
were warmly accepted and soon became part of the 
local Municipal Police Forces, EOD Teams and OPP 
Detachments. Many of the local civilian authorities 
grasped the opportunity to exercise some of their 
own civil emergency plans. Once the enemy troops 
were brought on line as to the extent the city gov- 
ernments were willing to go, a good time was had 
by all.

Early in the year, the Regiment organized a First 
Aid Team to compete in the Ontario Military First Aid 
Competition. This competition, known as the Mary 
Otter Competition, was to be held on 22 March 1988 
in Toronto.

RAMSHEAD ’88 
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Preparations for Ram’s Head 88 began in 
earnest immediately following Ex Lightning Strike. 
The Regiment packed up and headed off to 
Meaford in the midst of a snow storm. The 
response from the CFTA Meaford staff to our pro- 
posed gun camp was “You’re coming to Meaford In 
February to do what?! The Hussars never had a 
gun camp in February — the snow is eight feet 
deep!”.

Soon after the Regiment returned from 
Germany, LCol Meating issued the Regimental 
Training Plan for the next twelve months. One point 
that stood out in the minds of all of Recce Squadron 
was Merritt Cup, the National Reconnaissance 
Competition to be held in Gagetown from 22-24 June. 
Not too long after this training plan was put out to the 
masses, the CO suggested to Major Matt Macdonald 
that it might be “nice” to win this competition. 

Training did not begin until mid-April when the 
Squadron returned from Ex Southern Thrust in Ft 
Drum, NY. Over the next two and one half months 
there was the task of training the entire Squadron in 
preparation for competition day. 

The competition was designed to test individual 
soldier skills, vehicle, patrol, troop and squadron oper- 
ations as well as the capabilities of SHQ ana Adm 
Troop. 

As the Squadron deployed for Gun Camp from 
14-22 April, the OC, 21C Captain Natynezyk, BC 
Captain Maybee, and SSM Wonderham were consid- 
ering what had to be covered and when this should be 
done. Between firing, Squadron personnel found 
themselves sitting in on classes in AFV recognition, 
First Aid, sentry duties and chal- 
lenging procedures. It didn’t take 
anyone long to realize that we 
were now in Merritt Cup Mode 
and there was more to basic sol- 
diering than we thought. 

A large part of preparation 
for Merritt was physical training. 
Over the next ten weeks, the 
Squadron would be walking, run- 
ning, carrying and yes, biking 
almost everywhere they went. 

After a week of Adventure 
Training and a week in garrison, 
the Squadron deployed on 
Petcon 88 from 9-27 May, an 
exercise that was unofficially 
called “Prep for Merritt”.

Training continued in garrison as we now had to 
establish which topics had not been covered and 
which topics needed more work. 

On 7 and 14 June, HQ Squadron organized Pre- 
Merritt trials to determine how ready we were for com- 
petition day. Then, it was one more week of making 
final preparations and it was off to Gagetown. 

Most of the Squadron flew into Shearwater and 
were bussed to Gagetown while a few fortunate peo- 
ple took a bus from Petawawa to Gagetown. 

The order of march for the competition was 
12RBC, RCD, and LdSH starting on 21 June. 

As 12RBC returned at 2000 hours, everyone set 
out to prepare the vehicles for the following morning. 
By 2300 hours, all vehicles had been cammed, road 
wheels changed, comms checked and everyone went 
to ground. 

Reveille was 0500 hours and the rush was on as 
everyone knew that in the next 14 hours, all of our 
training and preparation would come together. 

The vehicles were moved to the start point for 
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the forced march where we 
gathered together and pre- 
pared for DS inspection. After 
the inspection was complete, 
the troops started the 8 km 
run.

After a lot of tap 
dancing by the Regiment, King George, our Honorary

The Regiment was in Gagetown and, if the 
Regimental History is to be believed, it was a quiet 
year and not much happened. One distinction which 
has survived in the records, however, is that the 
Regiment succeeded in achieving the highest re- 
engagement rate in the army, an undeniable measure 
of the Regiment’s morale.
